Baltimore. Pride of State would give the
former cities the preference.
"The Times-Dispatch hopes by giving

the matter tho utmost publicity and
showing tho unanimous demand for prop¬
er railroad connections and freight ar¬

rangements, to create such a widespread
sentiment that the railroads will be
forced to take action."
This much at least has been settled.

the people of tho Valley desiro better
railroad communication with Richmond,
and Richmond desires better communica¬
tion with the people of the Valley, ?« o

do not risk anything unreasonable of
the railroads, but we havo a right to
ask that «as convenient facilities be af¬
forded Richmond us are afforded to cities
of the North, nnd tho timo for action
has come.

In the South It was scarcely anything.

Florida, 2,837; Georgia, 197; Kentucky,
8,002; Loululnnu, 995; Mississippi, "to.;
